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2018 Report of the Wilmot Board of Selectmen 


“The Only Thing That Is Constant Is Change.” So said the ancient Greek philosopher Heraclitus. 
Nowhere has this observation been truer than in the Town of Wilmot in 2018. This past year ushered in 
significant changes. 


Rhonda Gauthier, Town Clerk and Tax Collector, resigned mid-term. We’d like to thank Rhonda for 
her many years of service to the Town and wish her all the best in her new opportunity. Fortunately, 
Mary Kay Huntoon, a veteran of many positions within the Town, stepped forward to fill this vacancy. 
We offer her our sincere thanks for stepping up, once again, to fill the void. We know we are in 
excellent hands. 


Though it was difficult, in October the Board of Selectmen accepted the resignation of Nancy Bates, 
Town Administrator, who had served the Selectmen and Town for seven years. We cannot thank Nancy 
enough for her contributions, unfailing support, and professionalism in service to the Board of 
Selectmen and the Town. We wish her all the best as she enjoys a long overdue break from the full-time 
responsibilities of Town Administrator. 


As can be imagined, the loss of our Town Administrator has greatly affected the functioning of the 
Board of Selectmen. But in the true spirit of Wilmot, this difficult transition has only served to highlight 
the greatness of our residents. The support, understanding, and outright hard work that the residents of 
Wilmot have displayed during this difficult time is humbling, but not unpredictable. It would take more 
space than this report allows to recognize everyone who has contributed to keeping the Town running, 
but a few should be singled out. 


Mary Fanelli, despite her many other commitments to Wilmot organizations and the Highway 
Department, has graciously taken on the challenge of keeping the Board of Selectmen’s Office open, 
and the paperwork flowing, while the Board moves forward in the hiring process. Mary exemplifies 
what is best about Wilmot. She is, in a word, awesome. 


Fortunately for us, as the Town Administrator position remains unfilled, Nancy Bates has continued to 
assist the Town on a part-time basis. Nancy has agreed to help us get the Town Report produced and to 
take care of all the legal formalities necessary for a proper Town Meeting. It is possible we may have 
somehow gotten through it without her assistance, but we offer our sincere gratitude that we did not 
have to find out. 


Lastly, though this Report has never been a vehicle for self-congratulations, the contributions of 
Selectman Tom Schamberg and Selectman Gary Palumbo cannot go unrecognized. As the loss of our 
Administrator put a significant stress on the Board, Gary and Tom more than stepped up to fill the gap. 
Both Tom and Gary have spent countless hours tending to the day-to-day operations of the Board of 
Selectmen’s Office — Gary most of all. We all owe them a debt of gratitude for their efforts. 


Despite all the change, we have made significant progress this year. Where there once stood an eye-sore 
across from the Town Hall, there is now a vacant lot, a blank canvas for the Town to work with in the 
future. This effort involved the collaboration of all Town Departments and many volunteers. The Board 
thanks all those involved in seeing this project through, especially our own Kenny Clarke, who 
volunteered his labor and the use of his equipment to undertake the actual demolition. 


Through the efforts of the CIP Committee, the Board now has a tool to help minimize large fluctuations 
in our local tax rate due to capital expenditures. In fact, the CIP plan helped the Board in keeping the 
2018 tax rate level with the previous year, while still addressing current and future capital needs. We 
thank Bill Doody and Jeff Gill, in particular, for their efforts in developing our Capital Improvement 
Plan. Also, thanks again to the efforts of Jeff Gill, significant progress has been made in evaluating the 
condition of the Town Hall and identifying possibilities for its future. Invaluable in this process was the 
input received from our residents at the two Town-wide potlucks hosted by this Board. Your input is 
invaluable as we wrestle with some big decisions concerning the future of Wilmot’s infrastructure. 


Wilmot has been through difficult times before, and we have learned. Learned that there is no one more 
reliable than our neighbors. Learned that there is no one more dedicated than our public servants. We 
don't survive, we thrive. Wilmot is not just a place to live. It is a way of being. All of you make it 
work, and all of you reap the benefits. There is no better place to call home. Thank you.

The Wilmot Town Moderator, Charles Thompson of Cross Hill Rd and his deputy Peter Burghardt of Village 
Rd along with the town clerk, Rhonda L Gauthier and her deputy Kathleen LaVallee opened the doors at 8:00 


am, showed the empty ballot box and announced to the public and election workers that voting was in session. 


101 residents of Wilmot came to the polls to vote on Election Day. There were 4 absentee ballots. There were 
no contested races.

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March 15, 2018 ~ Wilmot Town Meeting 


The Wilmot Town Moderator opened the meeting at 7:00 PM along with his Deputy Peter Burghardt, Jeff 
Gill, moderator in training and 61 residents. Charles introduced the elected officials in attendance; 
Chairman Nicholas Brodich, Selectmen Tom Schamberg and Gary Palumbo and the Town Clerk, Rhonda 
L Gauthier. Moderator Thompson regretfully informed the attendees that Mr. Burghardt is moving out of 
town so he will be resigning from the deputy Moderator position. Mr. Jeff Gill graciously stepped up to 
train for the position of deputy Moderator. 


The Moderator introduced May Jones. She is 86 years old and has just retired from working at New 
London Hospital for over 50 years. Ms. Jones also took the job as Chief of Police years ago after to take 
the place of her husband after he passed away. She has been an important part of the Ladies Aid for many 
years, working the cookie walk, senior luncheon and too many others to mention here tonight. 

May Jones led the town in the Pledge of Allegiance. 


Moderator Thompson explained the rules of procedure for the meeting and gave the results of the Town 
Election. 


ARTICLE 2: After the moderator read the article (To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of one million four hundred thirty-six thousand nine hundred eighty dollars ($1,436,980.00) 
for general municipal operations) a motion was made by Chairman Brodich and seconded by Selectman 
Schamberg. This article was recommended by the Selectmen. Chairman Brodich went through the 
proposed budget by each line item. Jeff Gill asked why there was no bookkeeper any more. Chairman 
Brodich explained that the bookkeeper quit so Nancy is taking over that position as well. The increase in 
highway pay is because the highway crew were so underpaid. Nancy did a study to find out fair wages. 
Mr. Jusczyk the town’s Emergency Manager from Pancake St explained that the increase in the Emergency 
Management budget was to implement a 10 year Mitigation Plan. The remaining will be to update 
equipment. Margaret Doody of Atwood Rd. Margaret works with KREM Emergency to people In need. 
She says she works with 12 area welfare agents and we have the best. Friends of Wilmot Public Library 
received an award from the State of NH for fundraising. Chris Wells from Kearsarge Valley Rd stated that 
he sat in at most or all of the budget meetings and thanked the Board of Selectmen and the department 
heads for doing a great job on creating a fair budget. Article passed by voice vote. 


ARTICLE 3: After the moderator read the article (To see if the town will vote to adopt the provisions of 
RSA 72:61 through RSA 72:72 inclusively, which provide for an optional property tax exemption 
from the property's assessed value, for property tax purposes, for persons owning real property, 
which is equipped with solar energy systems intended for use at the immediate site. Such property 
tax exemption shall be in the amount equal to 100% of the assessed value of qualifying equipment 
under these statutes) a motion was made by Chairman Brodich and seconded by Selectman Schamberg. 
After much discussion, Motion Fails. Not adopted. 
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ARTICLE 4: After the moderator read the article (To see if the town will vote to change the office of 
town treasurer from an elected position to an appointed position in accordance with RSA 41:26-e. 
Such appointment shall be made in accordance with RSA 669:17-d by the Board of Selectmen. Such 
appointment shall be made in writing and shall include the compensation to be paid. If approved the 
person holding the elected office shall continue to hold such office until the next annual town election 
following the vote) a motion was made by Chairman Brodich and seconded by Selectman Schamberg. 
Selectman Schamberg stated that we need someone with experience. If the position is not elected the town 
has a bigger pool of people to choose from. Mary Kay Huntoon from Twist Hill Rd opposed the article. 
Huntoon says that we need someone in town holding our money. Jonathan Juszyk from Pancake St asked 
what we do if we don’t think the treasurer is doing a good job. Chairman Brodich said if someone doesn’t 
like the treasurer they can go to the Board of Selectmen and they will let them go. This article was 
recommended by the Selectmen. Article passed by voice vote 


ARTICLE 5: After the moderator read the article (To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of twenty thousand dollars ($20,000.00) to be placed in the Equipment Capital Reserve Fund 
for the purpose of purchasing highway vehicles and associated equipment) a motion was made by 
Selectman Palumbo and seconded by Chairman Brodich. This article was recommended by the Selectmen. 
Article passed by voice vote 


ARTICLE 6: After the moderator read the article (To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of one hundred thirty-five thousand dollars ($135,000.00) for the purpose of purchasing and 
outfitting a loader for the Highway Department, with forty thousand ($40,000.00) to come from the 
Equipment Capital Reserve established previously for said purpose and ninety-five thousand 
($95,000.00) to come from general taxation) a motion was made by Selectman Palumbo and seconded 
by Chairman Brodich. This article was recommended by the Selectmen. Bill Doody from Atwood Rd 
explained the difference between leasing and buying the loader and the escape clause. Doody informed the 
town that if it we don’t buy it besides it costing more if the town doesn’t agree to the terms each year the 
loader will go back. This article was recommended by the Selectmen. Article passed by voice vote 


ARTICLE 7: (In the event article #6 fails, to see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
enter into a five-year lease agreement for $135,000 for the purpose of leasing a front-end loader for 
the Highway Department, and to raise and appropriate the sum of thirty thousand three hundred 
eighty-three dollars ($30,383.00) for the first year's payment for that purpose. This lease agreement 
contains an escape clause) was bypassed for the reason that Article 6 passed. 


ARTICLE 8: After the moderator read the article (To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of thirty-five thousand dollars ($35,000.00) to be placed in the Paving Expendable Trust 
Fund established in 2007 for said purpose) a motion was made by Selectman Schamberg and seconded 
by Selectman Palumbo. This article was recommended by the Selectmen. Margaret Campbell of North 
Wilmot Rd stated she was 100% in favor of paving. Article passed by voice vote 
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ARTICLE 9: After the moderator read the article (To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of one hundred fifty thousand dollars ($150,000.00) for the purpose of paving Wilmot town- 
owned roads. The sum of sixty thousand dollars ($60,000.00) to come from the Paving Expendable 
Trust previously established for said purpose and the remaining ninety thousand dollars ($90,000.00) 
is to come from general taxation. This is a non-lapsing article and will not lapse until the paving 
work is complete or 12/31/2023 whichever is sooner) a motion was made by Selectman Palumbo and 
seconded by Chairman Brodich. This article was recommended by the Selectmen. Tom Jenssen of 4A 
asked why it is more than last year. Selectman Palumbo explained that we have a Capital Improvement 
Plan (CIP) agreeable to the town’s needs and towns costs. The goal for the CIP plan is to play catch up for 
the next 6 years on highway equipment and paving so it will cost the town less in the long run. Article 
passed by voice vote 


ARTICLE 10: After the moderator read the article (To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of six thousand dollars ($6,000.00) to be placed in the Police Cruiser Capital 
Reserve Fund for the purpose of purchasing a police vehicle) a motion was made by Chairman Brodich 
and seconded by Selectman Schamberg. This article was recommended by the Selectmen. Article passed 
by voice vote 


ARTICLE 11: After the moderator read the article (To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of thirty-three thousand dollars ($33,000.00) for the purpose of purchasing and 
outfitting a new police vehicle, with said funds to come from the Police Vehicle Capital Reserve 
established for said purpose) a motion was made by Selectman Schamberg and seconded by Selectman 
Palumbo. This article was recommended by the Selectmen. Article passed by voice vote 


ARTICLE 12: After the moderator read the article (To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of one hundred thousand dollars ($100,000.00) for the purpose of demolishing 
the structures at 14 North Wilmot Road, disposing of all debris on the site and performing any 
needed site work. The one hundred thousand dollars ($100,000.00) to come from the unassigned 
fund balance as of December 31, 2017 and no amount to be raised from taxation. This is a non- 
lapsing article and will not lapse until the site work is complete or 12/31/2023 whichever is sooner) a 
motion was made by Selectman Palumbo and seconded by Chairman Brodich. This article was 
recommended by the Selectmen. Chris Jenssen of 4A asked why the fire department doesn’t use it as a 
training and demolish it. Chairman Brodich explained that the house is packed with stuff that has been in 
there for years as well as hazardous materials and lead paint. Ed Weaver from Pedrick road asked what the 
plan was after it is demolished. Chairman Brodich said that it was up to the town. They were thinking 
maybe parking or even move the town hall across the street. Brodich said that it will come back to town 
meeting to decide by the vote of the people. Article passed by voice vote 


ARTICLE 13: After the moderator read the article (To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of one thousand dollars ($1,000.00) to be placed in the Technology Expendable 
Trust Fund, established in 2014 for the purpose of purchasing and maintaining computer equipment, 
software and technology infrastructure) a motion was made by Chairman Brodich and seconded by 
Selectman Schamberg. This article was recommended by the Selectmen. Article passed by voice vote 
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ARTICLE 14: After the moderator read the article (To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of eight thousand dollars ($8,000.00) to be placed in the Town Revaluation 
Capital Reserve Fund established in 2001 for said purpose) a motion was made by Selectman 
Schamberg and seconded by Selectman Palumbo. Judy Hauck asked if this was for the assessment and was 
told by Selectman Schamberg that she was correct. This article was recommended by the Selectmen. 
Article passed by voice vote 


ARTICLE 15: After the moderator read the article (To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of ten thousand dollars ($10,000.00) to be placed in the Bridge Capital Reserve 
Fund, established for the purposes of maintaining and repairing Wilmot’s bridges) a motion was 
made by Selectman Palumbo and seconded by Chairman Brodich. This article was recommended by the 
Selectmen. Article passed by voice vote 


ARTICLE 16: After the moderator read the article (To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of five hundred dollars ($500.00) to be placed in Master Plan Expendable Trust 
Fund, established in 2017 for said purpose) a motion was made by Chairman Brodich and seconded by 
Selectman Schamberg. This article was recommended by the Selectmen. Article passed by voice vote 


ARTICLE 17: After the moderator read the article (To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of five thousand dollars ($5,000) to be added to the Town Facility Pre- 
Construction CRF previously established) a motion was made by Selectman Schamberg and seconded 
by Selectman Palumbo. This article was recommended by the Selectmen. Chairman Brodich explained that 
this was form the town building engineering, plans, preconstruction work, etc. Jeff Gill said they are doing 
a feasibility study to get an estimate to bring to town. Article passed by voice vote 


ARTICLE 18: After the moderator read the article (To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of forty thousand dollars ($40,000.00) to be added to the Town Facility CRF 
previously established) a motion was made by Selectman Palumbo and seconded by Chairman Brodich. 
This article was recommended by the Selectmen. Tom Jenssen asked how all these articles will affect our 
tax rate. Chairman Brodich explained that the rate for each article is in the budget handout. Article passed 
by voice vote 


ARTICLE 19: After the moderator read the article (To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of sixty-seven thousand dollars ($67,000.00) for the purpose of funding 
operations for the Wilmot Volunteer Fire Department and the Wilmot F.A.S.T. Squad) a motion was 
made by Chairman Brodich and seconded by Selectman Schamberg. This article was recommended by the 
Selectmen. Article passed by voice vote 
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ARTICLE 20: After the moderator read the article (To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of fifty thousand dollars ($50,000.00) for the debt service payment on the 
Wilmot Volunteer Fire Department fire truck) a motion was made by Selectman Schamberg and 
seconded by Selectman Palumbo. This article was recommended by the Selectmen. Selectman Schamberg 
defended the article by stating that this is the final payment for the truck bought 3 years ago. The next 
truck will cost about 675,000. Article passed by voice vote 


ARTICLE 21: After the moderator read the article (To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of five hundred dollars ($500.00) to be placed in the Forestry Truck Expendable 
Trust Fund, established for the purposes of purchasing a forestry vehicle) a motion was made by 
Selectman Palumbo and seconded by Chairman Brodich. This article was recommended by the Selectmen. 
Article passed by voice vote 


ARTICLE 22: After the moderator read the article (To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of twenty-nine thousand seventy-five dollars ($29,075.00) for the purpose of 
supporting and funding services of the New London Hospital Ambulance) a motion was made by 
Chairman Brodich and seconded by Selectman Schamberg. This article was recommended by the 
Selectmen. Article passed by voice vote 


ARTICLE 23: After the moderator read the article (To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of two thousand five hundred dollars ($2,500.00) for the purpose of supporting 
The Wilmot Learning Place) a motion was made by Selectman Schamberg and seconded by Selectman 
Palumbo. This article was recommended by the Selectmen. Article passed by voice vote 


ARTICLE 24: After the moderator read the article (To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of three thousand five hundred dollars ($3,500.00) for the purpose of supporting 
The Wilmot Community Association) a motion was made by Selectman Palumbo and seconded by 
Chairman Brodich. This article was recommended by the Selectmen. Ann Davis of Kearsarge Mountain 
road clarified that the decrease in this year’s amount was due to the Board of Selectmen asking them to 
trim down the request. Mrs. Davis described the many events that are happening at the WCA. Article 
passed by voice vote 


ARTICLE 25: After the moderator read the article (To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of four thousand six hundred dollars ($4,600.00) for the purpose of supporting 
and funding the services of the Community Action Program) a motion was made by Chairman Brodich 
and seconded by Selectman Schamberg. This article was recommended by the Selectmen. Margaret Doody 
of Atwood Rd said that the town needs fuel now more than ever. Article passed by voice vote. 


ARTICLE 26: After the moderator read the article (To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of two thousand nine hundred dollars ($2,900.00) for the purpose of supporting 
and funding the services of the Kearsarge Area Council on Aging) a motion was made by Selectman 
Schamberg and seconded by Selectman Palumbo. This article was recommended by the Selectmen. 
Article passed by voice vote 
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ARTICLE 27: After the moderator read the article (To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of three thousand nine hundred forty-four dollars ($3,944.00) for the purpose of 
supporting and funding the services of the Lake Sunapee Region Visiting Nurse Association) a motion 
was made by Selectman Palumbo and seconded by Chairman Brodich. This article was recommended by 
the Selectmen. Article passed by voice vote 


ARTICLE 28: After the moderator read the article (To transact any other business that may come 
before said meeting) Al Price read a tribute to Nola Aldrich. The Town of Wilmot Cemetery Trustees 
wish to acknowledge, with great appreciation, the 18 years of service our retiring chairperson Nola Aldrich 
has provided to the board and to the community. Since the year 2000 Nola has contributed countless hours 
to insuring that the attractive, well maintained, and well administered cemeteries of this town continue to 
provide a respectful and enduring ground for those that have gone before us and are the history of this 
town. Fortunately for the town Nola continues to serve the town in numerous other ways. Her continued 
guidance on cemetery matters will insure a smooth transition for the trustees. 


Sam Clarke from the Wilmot Volunteer Fire Department announced that there are many openings and 
opportunities for people at the fire department, including the auxiliary. The auxiliary has no members at the 
present time. Clarke explained that there is a job for everyone.

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2018 Cemetery Trustee’s Annual Report 


Cemetery Trustees are responsible for the care and maintenance of the town’s cemeteries along with the sale of 
lots and the recording of burials. The town of Wilmot maintains ten cemeteries two of which were added in 2017. 
Pine Hill Cemetery and Church Place Cemetery were previously overseen by a private organization and are now 
town property. Of the ten, Bunker Hill and Pine Hill offer both casket and cremation burials while in the remain- 
ing eight only cremation burials are possible. During the year three lots were sold and there were five burials. 


Monthly meetings are held on the second Thursday, at 9:00 am, in the Town Office History Room to discuss on- 
going projects and current maintenance. Notice of these meetings is posted on the town web site calendar. 


The ten cemeteries are regularly mowed and there is a general leaf and debris cleanup in the spring and fall. This 
year brush and small overhanging limbs were cut back in several cemeteries. At North Road Cemetery a major 
clean out of the brush and tree limbs along the Old North Road side was undertaken. In addition, there was the 
removal of a large maple on the Bunker Hill Road side of Bunker Hill Cemetery along with the trimming of the 
dead wood from the remaining maple trees. The planned trimming of large pines at the back of Pine Hill Ceme- 
tery was postponed first because the crane that was to be used could not reach that far into the cemetery and the 
ground was too soft for it to get closer. While waiting for the ground to freeze in the fall this year’s heavy snow 
storm in November obviated any possibility of getting equipment close. We plan to attack the problem again in 
the spring. Also, this year we have budgeted for the removal of old diseased trees in Carr Hill Cemetery and 
Church Place Cemetery. 


A monument foundation permit form was instituted in order to insure adequate and uniform foundations under 
upright monuments. The form is available for download from the cemetery web page. Monitoring of future foun- 
dation installations will be done by the trustees in each case. 


The By-laws and Procedures were revised and combined into a single document. This 
document is available for download from the cemetery web page. 


In the spring the Trustees hosted the annual meeting of the New Hampshire Old Grave 
Yard Association at our town hall. NHOGA promotes the cataloging, care, and upkeep of 
old cemeteries. 


Following the formal meeting Fred Ogmundson gave a talk on the history and lore of our =e 
Wilmot cemeteries. Several weeks later Richard Maloon from NHOGA led a well-at- eg 
tended public workshop in gravestone care and repair for us at North Road Cemetery. 


Fresh from the hands-on instructions for care and repair of grave- 
stones by Mr. Maloon the Trustees undertook repairs at White’s 
Pond Cemetery then with its completion went on to North Road 

™% = Cemetery which is now 90% complete. Work was also begun at 
‘Pine Hill Cemetery with a public workshop the Trustees led. We 
were encouraged by the turnout, even on that rainy day, and will 
lead more workshops this coming spring, summer, and fall. We 

, encourage all our residents, young and old, to come out and help 
us and in turn learn how to care for their family’s gravestones. To 
| date over 50 of the town’s gravestones have been restored. Many 
thanks to Scott’s Yard Care for the donation of pea stone for the 
restoration process.

The department thanks all those who 
responded so generously to our solicitation letter, and we would like to thank Mary Fanelli for helping to 
organize that effort. Our Golf Tournament, Turkey Raffle, and Breakfasts, along with other fundraising 
efforts, have again enabled the department to keep its funding request to the Town level for 2019. In 
addition, we installed newly painted signs on the front of the station and made some needed repairs to 
the facility.

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Report of Forest Fire Warden and State Forest Ranger 


This past year we were fortunate enough to have favorable weather conditions in the spring and summer which limited the 
amount of wildfire activity throughout the state. Your local fire departments and the Division of Forests & Lands worked 
throughout the year to protect homes and the forests. The statewide system of 16 fire lookout towers continues to operate 
on high fire danger days. Our fire lookouts are credited with keeping many fires small due to their quick and accurate 
spotting capabilities. The towers’ fire detection efforts were supplemented by the NH Civil Air Patrol when the fire 
danger was especially high. 


Many homes in New Hampshire are located in the wildland urban interface, which is the area where homes and 
flammable wildland fuels intermix. Several of the fires during the 2018 season threatened structures and one structure 
was destroyed, a constant reminder that wildfires burn more than just trees. Homeowners should take measures to prevent 
a wildfire from spreading to their home. Precautions include keeping your roof and gutters clear of leaves and pine 
needles, and maintaining adequate green space around your home free of flammable materials. Additional information 
and homeowner recommendations are available at www.firewise.org. Please help Smokey Bear, your local fire 
department, and the state’s Forest Rangers by being fire wise and fire safe! 


In 2019, we will be recognizing Smokey Bear’s 75" birthday! Dressed in a ranger’s hat, belted 
blue jeans, and carrying a shovel, he has been the recognized wildfire prevention symbol since 
1944. The NH Forest Protection Bureau and local fire departments will be celebrating Smokey 
Bear’s 75 years of wildfire prevention throughout the year. Smokey’s message has always 
been about personal responsibility — remember his ABC’s: Always Be Careful with fire. If 
you start a fire, put it out when you are done. “Remember, Only You Can Prevent Wildfires!” BIRTHDAY 


As we prepare for the 2019 fire season, please remember to contact your local Forest Fire Warden or Fire Department to 
determine if a fire permit is required before doing ANY outside burning. Under State law (RSA 227-L:17) a fire permit is 
required for all outside burning, unless the ground is completely covered with snow. Fire permits are also available online 
in most towns and may be obtained by visiting www.NHfirepermit.com. The burning of household waste is prohibited by 
the Air Resources Division of the Department of Environmental Services (DES). You are encouraged to contact the local 
fire department or DES at 603-271-3503 or www.des.nh.gov for more information. Safe open burning requires your 
diligence and responsibility. Thank you for helping us to protect New Hampshire’s forest resources. For more 
information please contact the Division of Forests & Lands at (603) 271-2214, or online at www.nhdfl.org.

2018 Annual Report 
Highlights of 2018 
e Put a new International 7400 dump truck into 
operation. 


e Paved 2.25 miles of road 

e Renegotiated solid waste contract for a savings 
of $6,600+/yr. 

e Purchased the new leased loader in December 
per contract with Caterpillar. 


January, February, March, and April were a challenge 
weather-wise as were November and December. Ice, 
snow, and fluctuating temperatures kept the highway 
crew on the road for many hours, putting heavy stress 
on all the equipment as well. This year mud season was 
almost non-existent with a very dry spring. 


Early summer brought near-drought conditions. 
Keeping the dust down on gravel roads became a 
challenge. This situation was rectified in mid-summer 
by an excessive amount of rain, which brought with it 
another set of problems. An abundance of new beaver 
dams all over town caused flooding and erosion on The new plow truck in action. 
several roads. 


Paving: The top of Cross Hill Road was completely reclaimed including the installation of several new 
culverts. Again, the excessive amount of rain caused a delay in the paving, which was finished just 
before the cold weather set in. Since 2016 the Highway Department has reclaimed and/or paved almost 
six miles of road. With the new paving program, we should be in good shape by the end of 2023. 


Transfer Station: A malfunction of the solid waste compactor at the transfer station caused the 
operation to be out of commission for over a month, resulting in a change of vendors and the negotiation 
of a new contract that will save the Town $6,662 in the first year. As a point of information, the cost per 
ton is now less that the Town was paying in 2009. Our two attendants have done an excellent job of 
maintaining the equipment and keeping the area around the collection bins clean and accessible. 


All in all, 2018 was a very busy year. In addition to the road agent, a dedicated crew of three men, on 
call 24/7, have consistently kept the Wilmot roads safe and well-maintained. Their hard work and 
individual mechanical talents are invaluable to running a successful highway department and are most 
appreciated. 


A big “thank you” goes to the many local residents, businesses, and other town departments who have 
generously given their support and time to the Highway Department.

The Police Department received its new cruiser, a 2018 Dodge Ram SSV (Special Service Vehicle). It 
was outfitted and put into service over the summer. The SSV is a purpose-built Municipal/Police truck 
designed for Law Enforcement use. By the time this report goes to print, the cruiser will have reflective 
lettering much like the other cruiser, however for all of 2018 it was unmarked, and looked like every other 
Dodge Ram pickup on the road. The reflective lettering will make it immediately recognizable as a cruiser, 


thereby increasing patrol visibility. 


Staffing at the Wilmot Police Department remains the same- 
WPD has three highly dedicated, highly skilled part-time 
employees: | Administrative Assistant Tracy Feinauer, 
Officer Eben Lamson and Officer Russell Lamson. Not only 
are all three great at their assigned roles, but Tracy, Eben and 
Russ all have an amazing willingness to do whatever it takes 
to make the Police Department a better, more effective 
agency. 


The Police Department was renovated in 2018 in an effort to 
make better use of the space. This was accomplished using 
Department member’s time, as well as donated materials, so 
the actual cost of the renovation was minimal. And, while 
on the subject of the facility, I would like to once again thank 
the members of the Wilmot Volunteer Fire Department for 
the continued use of the space for the Police Department. 


I would like to encourage all Wilmot residents to call the 
Police Department or Dispatch in the event they see or hear 
anything suspicious or have any sort of complaint. Many 
times, I hear people say after the fact that they “didn’t want 
to bother” me with their complaint or issue, especially if they 
perceived it to be minor. I can assure you that no issue is too 
minor, and Wilmot Police Officers are happy to help with 
any concern or issue. Please do not feel you need any sort 
of emergency or crime to contact us. I would also encourage 
anyone to stop in to the Police Department just to introduce 
yourself or to say hello.

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Wilmot Supervisors of the Checklist Report for 2018 


The Supervisors of the Checklist are paid, elected officials with six-year terms, who register 
voters, safeguard and maintain the integrity of Wilmot’s voter registration checklist, and 
accurately report voter information data to the State as required by law. As of December 17, 
2018, there were 1,120 registered voters in Wilmot. 


Frequent changes to the voting laws and subsequent court challenges have led to repeated 
changes in rules and forms, requiring ongoing communication with the Secretary of State’s 
office to ensure that current laws and procedures are being followed. 


Supervisors hold several public sessions throughout the year at dates and times determined by 
the State for residents to register and/or update their voter information. Notices for these 
sessions are usually posted in the town office, on the town website, and in the InterTown Record. 
The Supervisors are also required to be present for the Kearsarge school board budget 
deliberative session in early January, to ensure that only registered voters are given the 
opportunity to vote on amendments to the budget should any be brought forward. 


Prior to public sessions, a paper copy of the current voter checklist is posted at the Wilmot Town 
Office so that voters can check that their addresses and party affiliations are correct. Voters may 
also visit http://sos.nh.gov and click the light blue “Voter Information Look-up” box on the right 
side of the page to review their current voter information on record. 


Importantly, New Hampshire continues to allow Election Day voter registration, and many 
residents took advantage of this opportunity during the 2018 fall elections. 2019 will see only 
one election, the town election in March, with Supervisors in attendance at the Town Hall 
polling location all day. 


While the Town Clerk can receive voter registration applications, the Supervisors are the only 
ones authorized to approve and process registrations. Accordingly, we strongly suggest residents 
register directly with Supervisors during public sessions, including election days, particularly in 
light of the ongoing changes to election laws and procedures. 


The Supervisors’ responsibility of registering voters and safeguarding and maintaining accurate 
voter records is only one part of holding successful elections. We are honored to be part of the 
larger election team, and thank all officials, volunteers and voters for their cooperation and 
support.

Wilmot Zoning Board of Adjustments 2018 Annual Report 


The Wilmot Zoning Board is a quasi-judicial body which exists to interpret the local zoning 
ordinance. It is required by law for all towns with a zoning ordinance, providing a means for 
dispute resolution. All meetings are public and open to anyone. 


In 2018, the ZBA met twice (2 regular admirative meetings and 2 additional meetings, one in 
June, and one in August). The June meeting was to review the final NH Supreme Court decision 
on the combined appeals in the Huckleberry Oil case and vote on additional changes to our rules 
of procedure. The August meeting included a public hearing on a variance request which was 
approved with conditions. In April, chairperson Brian Nooney accepted a nomination to serve as 
chair for another term and in October, Judith Hauck was nominated and appointed to another 
term as vice chair in absentia. No other business was conducted at either administrative meeting. 


The board received with regret the resignation of our Property and Land Use Assistant, Nicole 
Arsenault, in August. 


The 2019 ZBA Budget was submitted along with this summary of activity by the chair on 
January 2, 2019.

Members of the Wilmot Garden Club (WGC) plant and maintain gardens and window boxes across 
town for the pleasure and enjoyment of residents and visitors. The greening of the town for the holidays 
is also a favorite activity. Wreaths are placed at the post office, fire station and town buildings, at the 
WCA Red Barn and Timmy Patten Park, and street signs are adorned with greens and red ribbons. 


The Garden Club also strives to encourage enthusiasm for gardening by hosting educational and 
entertaining programs. Last Spring, in partnership with the Wilmot Community Association, the club 
presented a two-part program focusing on sustainable gardening practices--especially in challenging 
situations. The first program, on March 25, included a lecture and slide show given by Leon Mallan, 
Ph.D., Colby-Sawyer professor of Natural and Environmental Sciences. Part Two followed on April 8, 
when a handful of Colby-Sawyer students braved a cold and blustery day to lead a tour of the 
permaculture garden and food forest on the college campus.

Club each year to students who choose to pursue further education in 
horticulture or related environmental studies. The 2018 recipients 
were; Eric Bonewald of New London, Caela Budd of Newbury and 
Rob Lutz of Wilmot. Eric is a student at Hobart & William Smith 
Colleges in the Environmental and Architectural Studies 
departments. Caela attends Ithaca College and is a freshman 
studying Environmental Law. Rob will finish up his college 
coursework in Parks and Conservation Management at Paul Smith 
College. 


~» The primary fund-raising activity of the WGC is the annual Spring 
Plant Sale. Members dig, divide and pot beautiful perennials from 
generous local gardeners to offer for sale. In addition, a truckload 
of annual, herb and vegetable seedlings arrives from the Jolly 
Farmer greenhouses in Houlton, Maine. Hot coffee and baked 
treats are offered to early birds and shoppers as long as they last! 
This year, for the second year, the plant sale will be held from 8 to 
noon on the Village Green, between the bandstand and the town 
offices, at 9 Kearsarge Valley Road. The date is Saturday, May 
“= 25th. This is a one-day sale, rain or shine! Mark your calendars!

Report for 2018 


Among the many “FIRSTs” for the Wilmot Historical Society in 2018 were: 
e providing an awesome gourmet meal at the Wilmot Bandstand Concert in August; 
e designing T-shirts and a new logo; 
e staffing a tent at the Andover Historical Society’s Old Time Fair; 
e setting up a table at the Wilmot Farmers Market; and 
e actively seeking a new home for our collection. 


With reference to the last item, we appreciate having a room at the Wilmot Town Office, but it is much too small to house and 
display our collection. We desperately need a building with space to achieve our goals of education and preservation. 


T-shirts with a new logo were designed by local artist and board member Sue Finney. An outline of Wilmot on the back shows 
the location of some of our historic sites. 


Video stories of Wilmot’s past as told through the eyes of its long-time residents may be seen on our website, 
wilmothistoricalsociety.org. Last year six oral histories were posted making a total of nine on the “Memories of Wilmot” page. 
This ongoing project, as well as audio tape transcriptions, are rescuing our past realities from extinction. 


Our tremendously popular “Curiosity Shop” at the Wilmot Farmers Market is one of our major fund providers for these 
projects. We also have books about Wilmot’s history and a DVD recording of Donald Hall reading his poems for sale in the 
history room, which is open during the summer Farmers Market. Docents are always on hand to assist visitors. 


Our May program, featuring Andrew Cushing of the New Hampshire Preservation Alliance, was held in the 1 10-year-old 
Wilmot Town Hall. The timely topic of historical building restoration was the subject of Andrew’s presentation. In September, 
Paul Wainwright from the NH Humanities Council spoke about Colonial Meeting Houses at the North Wilmot Church. 


Our annual meeting in October was again held in the Town Hall where we elected board members, gave reports of activities, 
and ratified bylaw revisions. The program that afternoon was a Cracker Barrel led by Fred Ogmundson, who told tales of 
Wilmot’s cemeteries. 


The Veterans Memorial on Village Road is owned by the Town. However, the Historical Society has assumed responsibility for 
maintaining the planter and the landscape plantings. Many thanks go to the Wilmot Garden Club for assisting with this task. 
Sadly, it was necessary to remove the stately old maple tree at the edge of the road this year, but the replacement tree is thriving. 
The Monument celebrates 100 years in 2019. 


Book Club Activities - The WHS History Book Club met quarterly. Participants (open to all) select choices ranging from 
biography to historical fiction.

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2018 Annual Report for the Wilmot Ladies Aid Society 


The Wilmot Ladies Aid Society (Ladies) has an impressive history of supporting worthy 
causes since its founding in 1884. 


Today the membership’s main focus is its Merit Award program, which gives out 
monetary awards to students planning to further their education after high school. Monetary 
awards are given annually based on exceptional character, scholastic achievement, and 
community involvement.

AUSBON SARGENT LAND PRESERVATION TRUST 


2018 Annual Report for the Town of Wilmot 


The mission of the Ausbon Sargent Land Preservation Trust (Ausbon Sargent) is to protect the rural landscape of the twelve 
towns of the Mt. Kearsarge/Ragged/Lake Sunapee region. This area comprises the towns of Andover, Bradford, Danbury, 
Goshen, Grantham, New London, Newbury, Springfield, Sunapee, Sutton, Warner and Wilmot. Since our founding in 1987, 
Ausbon Sargent has completed 147 projects and protected 11,481 acres — including fifteen working farms and over eight miles 
of lake frontage. All of these conservation lands must provide for some public benefit and two-thirds of these properties offer 
public access. 


Quality of life is very important to the residents of New Hampshire and the state consistently ranks in the top ten as one of the 
best places to live in the United States. Contributing to this ranking are our clean water, scenic places and outdoor recreation. 
Open spaces also contribute significantly to the economic well-being of the State and our communities. 


During 2018 Ausbon Sargent completed four projects representing just over 218 acres in the towns of Sunapee, Warner and 
New London. Our website (www.ausbonsargent.org) indicates which of the land trust’s protected properties have trails open to 
the public for hiking, cross-country skiing and snowshoeing, and includes both trail maps and driving directions. For 
information on all of Ausbon Sargent’s protected properties, please visit our website, join our email list, and be sure to “Like” 
us on Facebook! 


Ausbon Sargent hosted numerous events in 2018 that are available for our membership and the public to enjoy. In addition to 
our ever-popular fundraising events such as the Progressive Dinner in July and the Holiday Party in December, we held our 
7th and final Kearsarge Klassic Bike Event in partnership with the New Hampshire Cycling Club and the New London 
Historical Society. The event brings riders along routes that showcase Ausbon Sargent properties throughout the 12-town 
region in distances ranging from 25 to 108 miles. Over the seven years, the event became a favorite of many riders in the tri- 
state area and beyond! 


We held workshops on conservation options for landowners, the new tax law and gift planning (a worthy topic for all area 
non-profits that attended), and on becoming an easement monitor. We collaborated with the Center for the Arts on an art 
exhibit and sale at the Livery in Sunapee Harbor, and the Abbott Library in Sunapee for a presentation and hike entitled “Birds 
of Wendell Marsh South.” We also coordinated a hike to Clark Lookout with the Lake Sunapee Region Young Professionals 
Network. Two hikes were offered in Sutton, and one each in Sunapee and Warner. Our popular dragonfly walk was held in 
Grantham at the Bagley/Newhall residence, and a special Tree Farm Award Celebration was held at Star Lake Farm in 
Springfield. As you can see, we offer many opportunities to get out to learn, hike, and get involved in our mission to protect 
the rural landscape of our region. We hope you will all come out at some point to take advantage of our workshops, or to 
experience the beauty of some of these special places for yourselves. 


Ausbon Sargent is pleased to have over 200 volunteers providing year-round support for easement monitoring, committee 
assignments and clerical work. Each May we host a Volunteer Recognition Party as a thank you to these loyal and talented 
volunteers. We are grateful to have so many giving members who provide financial support and the countless hours which 
have assured our success. If you would like to join us in our work to protect these special places, there are many ways to get 
involved: you could become a conservation easement donor, support Ausbon Sargent financially, volunteer your time to the 
organization, encourage the town officials throughout our twelve town region to conserve our rural character by supporting 
land conservation, and if you are not already, please consider becoming a member of Ausbon Sargent. 


We would especially like to thank the Town of Wilmot Conservation Commission for their wonderful support and assistance 
in the past. We look forward to 2019 with a continued partnership with the Wilmot Conservation Commission.

2018 Annual Report for the Town of Wilmot 


Established in 1992, the Kearsarge Area Council on Aging (COA) has become an important social service 
organization dedicated to meeting the needs of our communities’ seniors, and their families, friends, and neighbors. 
Headquartered in the Chapin Senior Center in New London, COA provides a unique and mostly volunteer-led 
range of programs and services for active older adults through its role as a community convener and leader 
dedicated to serving seniors. COA serves nine Kearsarge area communities, including seniors residing in Sunapee. 


COA supports our community of seniors by promoting a high quality of life and healthy aging, focusing on older 
adults who depend on us to support their independence, help them find their sense of purpose, and provide the 
opportunity for seniors to help seniors. 


2018 was another transformational year for COA, as we made major progress in implementing our strategic plan for 
meeting new and emerging needs of seniors who reside in the 329.3 square miles of largely rural communities 
served by COA. This was our second year of our current plan, concentrating on achieving five major goals. They 
are: enhance the use and functionality of the Chapin Senior Center property, meet the current and emerging needs 
of seniors, enhance and expand our relationships with volunteers, strengthen COA’s marketing and development, 
and strengthen COA’s operations. We endeavor to be a strong community partner and collaborator, and are well 
respected as such. 


Perhaps the most critical service, in terms of helping neighbors who do not have much access to 
transportation 1s our transportation program. We provide safe transportation, door to door, as far north as 
Dartmouth-Hitchcock Medical Center and as far south as Concord Medical Center. We currently have 59 
volunteer drivers and 118 transportation clients, with many of those seniors residing in Wilmot. Last year, 
for the Town of Wilmot, we provided 5 rides, driving 275 miles, with our drivers logging 14 hours. We 
service seniors, without regard to race, gender, disability*, religion, or financial capacity to obtain needed 
services. (* in cases where riders require substantial assistance, such as wheelchair bound clients, where 
we cannot properly transport them, so we do our best to refer those riders to pay-for-service providers.) 


COA’s program numbers continued to be impressive in 2018. We provided more than 50 exciting and vibrant 
programs, services, and activities for our more than 2,300 members, evidenced by more than 14,000 participation 
units. (Participation units are defined as the number of times a person engages with COA’s programs, services, 
and/or activities.) 


We have earned a strong reputation as one of New Hampshire’s professionally run, innovative, and strong 
volunteer-based nonprofit organizations. For many years running, KCOA was the lead facilitative center 
for other New Hampshire senior centers who were members of the NH Association of Senior Centers, and 
maintained our leadership role as a progressive, values-driven community organization operating with 
fiscal soundness and a professionalism. 


We remain grateful for our town partners, volunteers, members, donors, business sponsors, and staff for their help 
and support what continues to lead to high levels of health and well-being for its senior neighbors.

On behalf of the staff and volunteers of Lake Sunapee Region VNA & Hospice (LSRVNA), thank 
you for the opportunity to provide home health and hospice services, personal care and community 
health programs in Wilmot. Our core mission to provide care for individuals and families in home 
and community settings and enable people to stay in their homes for as long as possible has not 
wavered even as health care continues to change and become more complex. Results of our 20/7 
Community Health Needs Assessment clearly showed that “aging with confidence” and access to 
resources and information to do so were top-of-mind for many area residents. Having services 
that address this need (and others) requires resources such as you have generously shared with us. 
I am proud to report that, for the 12-month period ending September 30, 2018, LSRVNA served 
residents in the following ways: 


* Provided hours of nursing, therapy and in-home supportive care to residents; 


* Provided free or reduced fee in-home nursing, therapy and social work visits to residents. 
Visits were also provided under various Medicaid programs (NH Medicaid reimburses at 
less than 60% of visit costs); 


* Residents received visits through our hospice program and were able to live their life as 
they wished at home. Their families are provided 14 months of bereavement support and 
counseling after the death of their loved, at no cost; 


* Our palliative care program has seen a makeover. We hired a nurse dedicated to this 
program to focus on the conversations and navigation of chronic or serious illnesses with 
an emphasis on symptom management and personal goals; 


* Residents utilized our foot care, flu and blood pressure clinics as well as parent child, 
bereavement and other support groups; 


* “Ounce of Prevention” is a new program started this past year by LSRVNA. We provide 
a free home visit to begin a conversation about how to keep people safe and independent 
in their home. 


Our exceptional staff is dedicated to quality of life for each patient as well as the overall health 
and strength of our community. Please do not hesitate to contact me if there is any way we may 
be of service to you, your loved ones or your Town’s residents. Our vision to be the leading 
provider of home care in the region, to be the best place to work and volunteer, and to remain an 
enduring presence is only possible with support and confidence such as yours. Thank you.

As we reflect on the past year, we extend our gratitude to the community at-large for their collective 
efforts to help us celebrate our milestone centennial anniversary. We are proud of our 100-year legacy 
and the many advancements in quality patient-care through the decades.

This year we continued to expand our medical staff, enhance our clinical services, and acquire advanced 
technology to deliver high-quality, safe and compassionate care. With all of our undertakings and 
initiatives, care of our patients and their families continues to take center stage. Adding value to the 
patient experience was at the heart of our 2018 accomplishments, some of which we are pleased to share 
with you here: 


Specialty Services and Providers 

We are in our sixth year advancing and expanding local health care through our strategic relationship with 
Dartmouth-Hitchcock Health (D-HH). This partnership enables us to bring health care experts into the 
community both in New London and at our Newport Health Center (NHC) so residents are not required to 
travel away from their home community to seek academic-level care. This fulfills our strategic initiative 
of moving providers not patients. We currently offer nearly 20 specialty services with over 60% of our 
providers dual-credentialed at both NLH and Dartmouth-Hitchcock Medical Center (DHMC). 


Our EMS team launched our new Mobile Integrated Health Service which in collaboration with our 
community partners, visits patients in their first 24-48 hours after discharge from an in-patient stay. This 
program allows us to ensure that the needs of our patients continue to be met while at home, thus reducing 
the need for unnecessary readmission. 


Advanced Technology 

We continue to invest in new technologies which are being used for the detection of disease and cancer, 
enhanced neurological and orthopedic surgical services and empowered community wellness. This year 
these advancements included: 


The Meditronic O-arm enhances spine surgeons’ ability to perform minimally invasive surgery 
procedures. The O-arm provides a real-time image of a patient’s anatomy during surgery by producing 
high quality images and a large field-of-view in both two and three dimensions. This technology ensures 
unparalleled safety and accuracy. 


The BioFire FilmArray TORCH is an integrated testing machine, which cuts result wait times from days 
to just two hours. With the increased speed and accuracy of diagnoses for patients of New London 
Hospital and Newport Health Center, precise treatment can start quicker with better outcomes. The 
BioFire FilmArray TORCH system also assists the diagnosis of 60 diseases related to respiratory 
illnesses, infectious diseases, and gastrointestinal ailments. 


The higi health station, which arrived in November, is our latest commitment to empowering our 
community to “own your health”. Now available in our main lobby, the health station allows guests to 
check and track their “numbers” in many categories including: weight, BMI, pulse and blood pressure. To 
learn more and start your profile visit: www.higi.com. 


Recognition and Accreditation 
While our focus is on serving our patients and community, it is gratifying to be recognized by local and 
national organizations. NLH and NHC are pleased to be awarded the following: 


For the third year in a row, NLH achieved American Heart Association’s Workplace Health Index Gold 
Level Award for taking significant steps to build a culture of health in the workplace. We are thrilled to 
be one of only two organizations in New Hampshire to be recognized at this level. 


Dr. Larry Schissel, President of the Medical Staff and NHC primary care provider, received the New 
Hampshire Hospital Association Outstanding Medical Staff of the Year award. 


Newport Health Center was awarded a three-year term of accreditation in ultrasound as the result of an 
extensive review by the American College of Radiology (ACR). The ACR gold seal of accreditation 
represents the highest level of image quality and patient safety. 


Financial Performance 

Our D-HH membership has increased revenue by improving the availability and quality of the medical 
services we offer and helped in many ways "behind the scenes". We benefit from joint purchasing of 
equipment, supplies and insurance. We enjoy better investment, audit and refinancing services as part of 
a larger group. The financial result for NLH is a strong balance sheet, improved cash position, stronger 
revenue growth and reduced expenses in some areas of operations. 


Community 

Our lead fundraising initiative, the 100 New Donor Challenge was achieved in September and “unlocked” 
a $50,000 matching grant from the Jack and Dorothy Byrne Foundation. We feel truly grateful to the 
foundation and our new donors for their generosity. 


The support of the community throughout the year has humbled us. This was felt from the Sunapee 
region’s involvement in the 94" Annual Hospital Days, the 35 Annual Triathlon, the 13" Annual 
Benefit, the 100 Anniversary Concert and other various community activities. We are truly appreciative 
of people’s engagement and participation. 


We feel excited as we enter into the hospital’s next century of wellness and the many opportunities that 
lie ahead to bring exceptional health care to our regional community. We are actively engaged in this 
work and know that we could not do it without your support.

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UNH Cooperative Extension Merrimack County 2018 


UNH Cooperative Extension serves residents in each of Merrimack County’s 27 towns with diverse programming 
through 4-H, Nutrition Connections, Food & Agriculture, Community & Economic Development, Natural 
Resources, and Youth & Family. Extension is the public outreach arm of the University of New Hampshire, 
bringing information and education into NH’s towns, helping to make individuals, businesses, and communities 
more successful and keeping NH’s natural resources healthy and productive. 


Our Mission 


UNH Cooperative Extension provides New Hampshire citizens with research-based education and information, 
enhancing their ability to make informed decisions that strengthen youth, families and communities, sustain 
natural resources, and improve the economy. 


Our work for Merrimack County 


Merrimack County Extension staff brings the research and knowledge of the university to county residents 
through hands-on workshops, site visits, conferences, phone consultations, printed materials, online resources, a 
statewide toll-free info line, and through strategic partnerships. 


This year, UNH Cooperative Extension trained and supported 328 volunteers in Merrimack County. These 
volunteers contributed 26,462 hours of their time extending the reach of our programs as 4-H leaders, master 
gardeners, wildlife coverts, community tree stewards, water quality monitors, marine docents, and others. 


Food & Agriculture: We support the county’s agricultural industries, including producers of fruits, vegetables, 
ornamental plants, and livestock, through workshops and trainings, diagnostic services, applied research, and one- 
on-one consultations. This year, 3,146 Merrimack County citizens attended training in livestock management, 
crop production, safe food handling, pest management, agricultural marketing, farm business management, water 
quality protection, and more. Our team of specialists and volunteers also provide education and technical 
assistance to home gardeners and citizens through seminars, publications, and through our Education Center Info 
Line. This year, Education Center volunteers answered 363 inquiries from Merrimack County residents, and the 
county’s 50 Master Gardeners contributed 660 volunteer hours through garden-focused projects, displays, and 
presentations, contributing an estimated value of $16,500. The Food and Agriculture Program 

provides support for the state’s agricultural and horticultural industries through direct one-on-one consultation and 
through targeted programming. This year 150 farm visits with one-on-one consultations were conducted, while 
600 individuals received consultation through email, phone conversations and in-office visits. 


Natural Resources: Managing and protecting New Hampshire’s natural resources is critical to our environment, 
quality of life, and tourism industry, as well as for current and future economic opportunities. Our natural 
resources team provides research, education, and stewardship throughout the state with a “boots on the ground” 
approach, extending state-wide programs in forestry and wildlife, natural resource development, land and water 
conservation, and marine fisheries. This year, 430 Merrimack County residents received one-on-one education 
from woodlot visits, telephone calls, and e-mail correspondence. 


At least 1,258 County residents participated in many educational events: emerald ash borer educational 
workshops, geospatial technology training (GIS), N.H. Maple, N.H. Land Trust Coalition work, Saving Special 
Places Land Conservation conference, Speaking for Wildlife talks, Stewardship Network, woodlot visits, and 
forest management services. Volunteers from the N.H. Coverts project and the Natural Resource Stewards 
program contributed nearly 3,129 hours conserving and managing natural resources in Merrimack County. 


Community & Economic Development: Our Community and Economic Development team (CED) provides 
research-based education and assistance to individuals, families, businesses, and communities to help identify 


opportunities to enhance their competitive advantage, build upon their assets, and create conditions that foster 
local and regional economic growth. Over the last three years, Extension's facilitated engagement efforts in the 
Merrimack County town of Franklin helped lead to the creation of four new businesses (employing five 

people) and enabled the city to leverage $1,336,000 in grants and tax credits to build 45 new units of affordable 
housing for working families and seniors utilizing a vacant mill building. Other Merrimack County towns have 
participated in Extension facilitated Community Visioning, Business Retention and Expansion programs, and 
training for community-based volunteers. In the fall of 2017, Jared Reynolds joined our county staff as a 
Community and Economic Development Field Specialist and has already met and has started working with many 
towns in our county. 


4-H/Youth & Family: Preparing youth to become caring and productive citizens is critical to 

New Hampshire’s future. The research-based education and information we provide enhances the leadership and 
decision-making skills of New Hampshire’s youth and strengthens families. We provide educational resources for 
parents, families, and community serving volunteers and professionals through innovative programs such as 
Youth Mental Health First Aid Training, as well as, through creative delivery methods, including web-based 
outreach, e-newsletters and train-the-trainer programs. Merrimack County youth and volunteers participated in 
many 4-H youth development programs, including State and County Activities Days, Eastern States Exposition 
activities and competition, Teen Conference, county and state animal science shows, Barry Conservation Camp, 
Hopkinton State Fair, volunteer screening and training, and youth leadership/youth voice workshops. Merrimack 
County residents also participated in afterschool professional workshops, farm to school days, military family 
events and camps, and the Nutrition Connections programs for limited resource adults, families, refugees, and 
youth through free, hands-on nutrition education. The Nutrition Connections program provides the knowledge and 
skills needed for better health.

Serving 27 communities in Grafton, Sullivan and Merrimack Counties since 1963, the Upper Valley Lake Sunapee Regional 
Planning Commission (UVLSRPC) has been providing professional planning assistance to municipal boards, along with 
inter-municipal planning, liaison between local and state/federal agencies, and assistance on development, public health, and 
environmental issues. 


In February UVLSRPC said goodbye to Amber Boland, our GIS Coordinator/Planner and in April we welcomed Olivia 
Uyizeye.
